At the same time, Russell disclosed 
that he has followed the dictates of 
an opinion rendered by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Claude T. Reno "on the basis of 
an em ergency now 
existing,” 
dele­ 
gating Russell to “exercise the pow­ 
ers and duties of county boards of pub­ 
lic assistance, pending confirmation of 
boards by the Senate." 
Russell said he has taken over the 
functions of county boards in all hut 
five counties and has named personal 
representatives to exercise the func­ 
tions of county boards in Philadelphia, 
Allegheny, Lackawanna, Luzerne and 
Schuylkill counties. Assistance board 
members iii Crawford, Union, Monroe, 
Mifflin and Mercer counties, Russell 
said, continue to operate inasmuch as 
they were not dismissed by Gov. Ar­ 
thur H. James. 
Russell pointed out that the “real 
reason" 
he has taken charge is to 
"keep the job running and to keep an 
eye on things.” He denied that he has 
been 
given 
dictatorial 
powers 
over 
the relief set-up or that relief had 
been centralized in him. 
“The whole set-up must continue to 
follow the set-up of county boards," 
Russell said. “I am temporarily exe­ 
cuting the duties of county hoards, in 
conformance 
with 
state 
laws 
regu­ 
lating those duties, and on an em er­ 
gency basis.” 
Those named to function as one-man 
county relief hoards and to supervise 
matters of personnel were: 
Robert G. 
Glenn, Harrisburg, for 
Philadelphia county; James Keating, 
Phila., for Schuylkill County| John II. 
Small, Scranton, for Lackawanna and 
Luzerne counties; and Paul G. VVass- 
rnan, Harrisburg, for Allegheny. 
Edwin Moore, Danville, was appoint­ 
ed by Russell as acting executive di­ 
rector in Fayette County "until such 
time as a new board is confirmed and 
takes over its responsibilities.’’ 
Dismissal of Baer was believed to be 
a throwback to last F all’s bitter gen­ 
eral election campaign.
